ſome Reſolution about rhe Riſing: They made hiym-this Anſwer by 
' Mr. Ferguſon, (and afterwards my Lord Grey ſaid words.to the 
ſame effe&t) that 'Vr. John Trenchard. had promiſed and affured 
them at his firft coming to Town that Term, that he could/in four 
hours time- have a Thouſand Foot 'and Two or Three Hundred 
Horſe, but now they had ſent-to him to know the certainty,ihe had

Ferguſon told this Examinant the Riſing 
muſt be in Scotland before Harveſt or elſe their people would 
not be got together and that in four days after the Scots were u 
we ſhould have the firſt Intelligence and. that then we muſt Riſs 
in this Town and-in Taunton. My Lord Howard was at firſt one- 
with my Lord Eſſex and the. reſt, but he told Captain Walot 
and Mr. Weſ# what paſſed amongſt them , for which reaſon he 
was left out of the meetings. Further this Examinant faith that 
Mr. Wade and Holloway told him how they had fixed the matter for 
Briſtol -; "that they. were ſure of Three Hundred Men, and that 
they would Poſt them in all the Croſs Streets, ſo that none of the 
-other party ſhould get together in a Body or out of their Houſes. 
By this means they ſhould be Maſters of the Town without ſpil. 
ling one drop of Blood. And this Examinant further faith thar 
Goodenough told Wade, MW and this Examinant, that about twen- 
ty five Hundred Arms would be wanting for the Men that would 
Riſe here ; for without they were Armed that were on the firſt ty 
Riſe here, we ſhould be beat ; therefore We and this Examinant did 
acquaint Mr. Ferguſon from the reſt that did meer, of the neceſſity 
of having ſo many Arms. He replyed, Mony ſhould not be wantiog; 
but how ſo many Arms could be bought without a diſcovery ? 
Mr: Weft did undertake that if Mony were given, the Arms might 
be' had ; and ſome perſon of the Company did name a Gun-ſmith 
that was an honeſt Man that might without ſuſpition have rwo or 
three. Hundred Arms, and other Gun-ſmiths might, if inquired after, 
be found, that might lodge proportionable quantities in rheir Shops, 
and the Men ſhould be led to theſe Shops and Armed. It was ſaid 
by Goodexough that fix hundred Arms were together 1n the Artillery 
Ground which might be eaſily ſeized on. Many debates we had abour 
the 7ower ; ſome propoſed the taking of it by day-time, by ſending 
ſome Men in only - with Pocket Piſtols, and when the Sign was gi- 
ven they were to fall on the Guard ; but this was left off as not a- 
greeing with a Riſing by night 3 and then the other way was toclap 
two or three hundred Fagots to the Gates and ſet them on Fire, 
which would make thoſe within ſurrender - and that. Ships ſhould 
com? and lye before the Tower and batter it at the ſame time the 


Fagots were on fire.

I received a Viſit from Captain Walcet, who acquainted me that the

If I ſhall through forgetfulneſs omit any thing that it may 
be thought Iam privy to, I ſhall be ready and willing truly to anſwer 
any queſtion that ſhall be asked by your Majeſty, or any your moſt 
Honorable Privy-Council, no way deſpairing of your Majeſties Mercy, 
but remain in hopes that that Fountain of Mercy which hath ſo 
abundantly flowed from your Sacred Breaſt ever ſince your happy Re- 
ſtauration is not yet Dry, and that there is ſome drops-left for me, 
who doubt not but to Serve your Majeſty both at home and ,abroad;

had before, but wanted Jurors to believe them, now they have got 
Sheriffs, naming Mr. North and Mt.. Rich, who will find Jurors to 
believe any Evidence againſt. a Proteſtant, and: ſo hang up all the

Londes, 
Briſtol, Taunton, Exeter, C hefter, New-Caftle, York, and fome other 
places in the North, and that there would be a conſiderable party rea- 
dy in Scotland, and another in Ireland, therefore ſaid he, we muſt 
conſider how to manageafifairs in Briffol, for if they proceed at M4- 
chaelmas inchooſing Lord-Mayor asthey did Sheriffs, and to ſwearin 
of North and Rich, it muſt begin in Ofober or November, ——_ 
there will be ſome Sham-Plot. contrived to take off moſt of the Stir- 
ring Men inthe laſt Parliaments ; wich much other Diſcourſe ro the 
ſame effeft, adding, that Mr. Wade would come down very ſuddenly, 
by whom we might expeda full Account of all.

or the Duke of Monmouth, and thatthe King.and Duld being dead; 
no oppoſition could be made ; then weiasked' who-were for this 
Deſign , he named Colonel Rowmzey and. Richard:Goodenongh, and q 
as far as I can remember, no more; fo:wefound it was carried on 
by them contrary to the knowledge or 'approbation of thoſe who* 
managed the General Deſign : then we declared ourgreat diſlike of 
it, telling him, it was a baſe Diſhonourable and Cowardly Afton, 
and would ſeem odious to all the World, that any pretending thetn-: 
ſelves Proteſtants, ſhould be concerned-1n ſuch a-Bloody [Aion 
and that we thought it was his Cowardize 'put him' upon it ;. to 
which he ſaid, that he could not Fight, but would be as forward 
with his Mony as any of his. Capacity. Then we went to Colonel 
Romzey , whowe found to be wholly of Wefs Opinion, ſaying, that” 
except ſomething be done that way, I know nothing will be done at” 
all, for he knew the other Managers would do nothing ; {o -we 
had little Diſcourſe at that time. After this we went to Ferguſon, 
who told us how things ſtood 3 we then found that he knew of botts 
Deſigns, but was only for the Inſurretion,, and told us, that the 
Managers had been Treating with fome Scorch Gentlemen ; thar 
they were almoſt agreed, and that the Mony they wereto be ſupply= 
ed with, would be ready in three or four days, being ten choufand 
pounds which was tobe returned to Holand to buy Arms, &«. for 
Scotland. Healſo told us that the Scorch Gentlemen had made ano- 
ther Propoſal to the Managers, thus , If they would ſupply them 
with thirty thouſand pounds , they would begin it in Sc9//and firſt, 


- Which they could ſoon have, and then would Invade Ergland, de- 


firing the Managers only to get a Party in the North of Exg land, 
ready to oppoſe any Force trom coming out of Exg/and againſt 
them, before they had ſetled Scotland: but this was not approved 
of, the Managers chuſing rather to ſupply them with 10000 /. and 
to begin it in Ezg/azd the ſame time.

doubt but to get men enough to ſecure ir, and that we knew not 
Where toget ten menthat would come for Lozdoy, and ſuppoſed it 
might be ſoin other places, men mighr be willing to ſecure their 
own Country who would not be willing to leave all and cofne for 
London. Romzey then ſaid if he knew where to get at the liead of 
1000 men he would begin it preſently, and deſired that we. might 
meet the next night with ſome others and conſider of things, ſo 
the next afternoon we met at Richard's Coffee-Houlſe near 7 emplc- 
Barr and from thence toa Tavern near, I think called the little or 
young Devil Tavern, where met eight perſons, (wviz.)

Goodenough, Francis Goodenough, Nathaniel Wade and my ſelf (this 
was the firſt time I knew Walcor.) When we were all fit, Colonel 
Romzey ſpoke to this effe&t, as near as I can remember the ſame words, 
Gentlemen ; if we can raiſe three thouſand men in and about Loxaoy, 
there is a perſon of Honour will appear at the head of them and begin 
the buſineſs ; which we ſuppoſed ro be the Dukeof Hopmonrth, and do 
not well remember whether he- mentioned his name or not. Which 
propoſal much {urprized Mr. Wade and I,that he ſhould then queſtion 
the raiſing of 3000 men,whereas when it was firſt mentioned to us we 
thought _ had been ſure of many thouſands in Londonat an hours 
warning.

with him jn'it...: Next Day a Map was bought and Dongnr to Ws

the Caſtle-Tavern,in Fleer-ffreet; Where ſome of the diviſions were 
brought, all being. not done, and then it was confider'd- how they

that Richard Goodenongh, who had been Under-Sheriff, and fo ha a

The Reaſons why TI did not come in, &c. 


When the News of the Diſcovery-firft came to Briftol, and ſome 
time before, I was in ſome trouble by my Creditors, and forced toab- 
{cond tho' hovghr I had ſufficient to pay them, only deſired time 
to get in myeffeAs, their Mercy- I feared 'more than your Majeſties, 
and thought if 4 ſhould come in and find mercy with your Majefty, I 
could at firſt expe& no better than a Priſon, and if frem it diſcharged 
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by.your Majeſty, to be kept in by them upon account of my Debts. 
Secondly, hearing there was very many (in and about Br:/to/): ſup- 

to beconcerned, and I (tho' knowing ſo much) being able ro 
provelſo little againſtany Man, but ſuch againſt whoin there was ſut- 
ficient proof without re, feared that if I ſhould come in moie would 
be expetted from methan I could prove, and {0 might fail cf Mercy; 
it having been our reſolution not to diſcover the Delign to any of our 
Friends rill the Managers had. agreed both upon time and merhod:; 
therefore conſidered how to make my eſcape, there being then a ſtrift 
ſzarch in all Ports, thought beſt to continue in Exzg/2xd tor ſome time, 
till the heat might be over, and ſo got an ordinary habit and a little 
Horſe about 4o Shillings Price, and travell'd the. Country as a Man 
dealing in Wool, in Glouceſter-ſpire, Oxford-ſhire and Summerſet-ſbire, 
till about the middleof Auguſt, then repaired towards Brifto?, and by 
Letter with my Wifes Afſiſtance [all other Friends thereabour 
fearing to aCt for me) prevailed with a Poor Man who had a ſmall 
Boat about Ten Tuns, for Twenty Pounds reward and the like per 
Month, for ſix Months, to go with me for Fraxce, and from theace 
to the Weſt-Indies or where I would, my Name being then in no 
Proclamation or Declaration, if it had I ſhould not have prevailed 
with the Manto go with me. Sothe Tweaty third of Aug»/t Sailed 
from K/»gs-Road tor Rochell, the 25th. proving bad whether, crackt 
our Maſt, and ſo pur into St. Tres in Corzwall, where we ſtayed till 
the fourth of Seprember, then put out again for Rochel, but meeting 


with contrary Winds was forced into ſeveral places in France,and gain- 


ed not our Port till the' Seventeenth. In Ruchel T loaded her with 
Brandy andother Goods, and the fourth of OFober Sailed from thence 
for the Weſt-Indies (being willing to know how my Concerns lay 
there, that my Creditors might have their own, tho' I knew I might 
be much ſafer in France) and arrived at Barbadoes the eleventh of No- 
vember, there I heard of my Name being in the Gazette, therefore 
ſtayed but two Days landing part of my Cargo, from thence I went 
to Aztigua, where Tlanded and diſpoſed of the remaining part, ſtay- 
ing there about ten Days; but it being roo ſoon for the Crop, and 
my charge being the ſame lying ſtill or going farther, alſo thinking 
it not fake to lie long there, reſolved toſee the reſt of the Caribby-I/lands, 
and ſo went down to Mournſerat, Nevs, S.Chriſtophers, S.Eſtatia and An- 


guilla,and ſo back again to S.Chriſtophers,ſuppoling that to be the ſafeſt 


place, I being known to none there, where ſtayed about three Weeks. 


About the fourteenth of JazwaryI wrote to my FaCttor in NVev# about , 


what was due tome, who on receit of my Letter diſcover'd me, ſo 
that Sir William Smapleton preſently ſent his Warrant to St. Chriſto- 


phers to Apprehend-me, but before it came I-was gone.down to St. 


Eſt«tia, expeCting to meet my Veſlel there, which I had ſent up to 
Barbadoes, andit being known whereI was gone, the Deputy-Gover- 
nor of St. Chriſtophers ſent five Men with his Warrant after me, to 
whom on ſight thereof I ſubmitted, tho? had an Oppontng and 
might have eſcaped, but was rather willing to caſt my ſelf at His Ma- 
jeſties Feet for Mercy, than live ſucha Life any longer, not daring to 
appear where there was need of me (among my Factors) who Idoubt 
will take too much Advantage by my Troubles for my Creditors In- 
tereſt. In Nevis Iwas kepta Prifoner 13 Days, where I promiſed Sir 
William Stapleton that I would m_ what Diſcovery I could, giving 
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him the Names of ſome who I had acquainted with it in Briſtol, 
which I ſuppoſe he hath given an Account of deſiring him that it 
might be kept private, for if it was known they would have Advice 
of it; but it was not kept ſo private as I expected, for the Night 
I came off I was told of it, therefore ſuppoſe they were advisd by a 
Briſtol _ that came away before us, by which I wrote not a word, 
I fuppoſe ſhe might be at home long before us; we being nine 
Weeks and five Days. All that I. can ſay againſt any of ther, 
except William Wade who is before-tmention'd, is That I Acquainted 
them withthe buſineſs, as I believe many Thouſands in Exz/azd were, 
and do __ they would have been concern'd. Hereunger is an 
Account of many. other Perſons that I have heard were concerned in 
the Deſign for an InſurreQtion, which is all that I can call to mind of 
any thing material that ever I heard concerning the Plot.

This agreement did not hold long ; Some coming to Town that 
faid the Countries were not ready. 

The laſt buſineſs was ſpoke of about a fortnight before Aſb-Meas 
neſday laſt: Captain Walcor had no Conference about it with any 
Lord but with the Lord Haward of Eſcrick. 

Ferguſon did oblige Captain Walcor to bring him and the Lord 
Howard together : The Lord Howard and Ferguſon diſcourſed toge- 
ther of the ways and means to ſurprize the Zower. 

Lord Shaftsbury told him that the City; was divideJ into tweftity 
parts, and that there was to be a Chief to every part and he was 
to chooſe fifteen Men to affilt him within his Diviſion. 

. Lord Shaftsbury told the Duke of Monmonth that the King was 
to be depoſed. 

Rumbald was Lieutenant of Horſe in Fairfax*'s Army. Walcot 
ſerved in the ſame Army. 

Richard Goodenough ſaid the Duke of Monmouth expetted fix 
thouſand Men together in Lozdos. 

Lord Ruſſel and Lord Gray were to Mortgage Lands for the 
Raiſing of ten thouſand pounds. 

Lord Howard of Eſcrick was concerned in the Grand Conſul. 
tation.

The Earl himſelf was in the Houſe, and I ſaw. him.paſs into the Gar- 
den 3 but Idid not perceive that he came intoour Company, though 
I havereaſon to believe that Robert Hamilton, was with his-Lordſhip 
and his Lady in ſome of the Chambers, becauſe I ſaw him leaving us 
all of his Company in the great Hall,and going intothe private Rooms, 
where I am ſure was my Lady, as I do not not doubt but my Lord 


was alſo, for it was from thence thatT ſawhimpaſls into the Garden : 


But my Lady did publickly that Night entertain and lodge all the 
Company. The next morning at four of the Clock we came from 
that Earls Houſe, and made all the haſte we could to Hamilton, in 
order to joyn the Body that we had parted with the day before; an 

the next day we all Marched:to Glaſgow, where (the morning after) 
we were beaten by ſome Troops and Companies of the King's Forces, 
and thereupon returned to Hamilton. From thence Iwent in Com- 
pany of Mr. David Williamſon (who was a Preacher and a Captain) 
with Sixſcore Horſe to the Shire of Galloway, where we met and joyn- 
ed Six Troops of Horſe and about as: many Companies of Faot that 
wereLevyedin that Country and Nithſdale for our Aſſiſtance. There- 
after we went into Dumfreis where we ſtay'd a night, and had no- 
tice of the Kings Forces coming to the Kirk of Shots 3 whereupon 
we march'd with all poſſible Diligetice to joyn the reſt of the Rebels 
at Hamilton; ſeizing all the Arms and Horſes that we could find 
by the way, eſpecially at Drumlanriq, Thornhill, Sanchar ;

were of our number, and accompani'd us Ten or Twelve Miles, re- 
turning aftewards'to his Houſe 3 but before his going he gave Aſſu- 
rance that both his Brother, the Earl of Galloway. the Lord Ker- 
ore andhimſelf were our Friends: And I did hear him giving great 
Incouragement to the meaner ſort of People that were in Arms with 
us, by bidding them to be Chearful and Coutaygious ; for he did af 
furethem that they had very good Friends in the Country; and we- 
did believe that within few days thereafter, as well the Earl of Gal-- 
loway, and Lord Kenmore, as the'faid Laird of Rymſtone wonld come 
and joyn with us, and had we been able to continue ſome time longer 
' together in a confiderable Body, and had given the leaſt fail ro the 
King's Forces, we expected that many Perſorisof great Quality and In- 
tereſt, would have'joyn'd with us : Whereof a peed Account can 
be given by Earlsfoiwn (now a Prifoner in Edinbarg) if he will but 
ingenuouſly declare what he knows. 


The Night before the Fight, the Rebels ( one Hamilton Moor ) 
held a Council of War, confiſting of Robert Hamilton, David Hax- 


ton of Rathillett, John Balfour, Major Ledmont, Mackerel- 
lan of Barſcob, Gordon of Home, Mr. William Ferguſon of 
Caitlech, ( my Captain aforeſaid, ) Gordon of Craig, 
Gorton of Newtonun, Gordon of Earlſtone Elder, | 
Gordon of Earlſtone Younger, Gordox of Craichlaw, Ca p- 
tain Mackenllod,, Macdongall of Frengh, Cap- 
- tain John Smith, Captain Home, Mr. William Clelaud a 


Captain of Horſe, Mr. James Fowler a Captain of Foot, Andrew 
Story a Captain of Foot, and ſeveral other Gentlemen and Officers, 
whoſe Names I do not at the preſent remember, but do well know 
the Places of their abode. There were alſo ſeveral of the Miniſters 
- in this Council of War, viz. Mr. Joh» Welch, Mr. Robert Archie- 
bald, Mr. Alexander Haſty, Mr. David me ( who alſo as I 
haveſaid before was Captain of a Troop of Horſe ) Mr. David Home, 
Mr. Tobn Blakater, Mr. John Black{oth, Mr. Donald Cargil, Mr. John 
Kid, Mr. John King, Mr. John Dick, Mr. Thomas Favilter Mr. 
Jobn Dickson, Mr. Robert Sandilauds, Mr. Patrick Vernatt, and Mr. 
John Harraway with ſome others : But at this time Mr. Richard Can- 
r0# and his Brother Mr. Michael, with ſome few other Miniſters were 
gone to Holand with Moneys to pay for Arms that were formerly 
brought by Kerſiand'sSon (* as I was ſince inform'd ) and fome cther 
Pha- 
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Phanaticks living there. In this Council there were very hot de- 
bates betwixt Welch's Party-( the moſt conſiderable of the two ) 
who were content to lay down Arms upon their getting an Indul- 
gence, and Robert Hamilton's Party who would reſt ſatisfied with no- 
thing leſs than the Extirpation of Epiſcopacy, and ſetting up pure 
Preſbyterian Government, as they call'd it. And the Differences 
were ſo great betwixt them, that the choice of their chief Officers 
( which was deſfign'd to have been that Night ) was put off till the 
next day, ( being Sanday) at Ten in the Forenoon 3 but were pre- 
vented by the King's Army coming before Sun-rifing, to the North- 
end of Bothwel-Bridge : However, they did that Night appoint tws 
Commiſſioners, ( vis. Mr. David Home and Captain Mackenlloch 
to treat for them with the Duke of Monmouth : On whom they 


waited accordingly about half an Hour before the Fight, but return- 


ed without any Succeſs. The general Diſcourſe amongſt the Re- 
bels on Friday and Saturday was, That the Lord Burgany would 
certainly come in to them the Monday following ( had not the Fight 
on Sunday prevented him ) to command their Forces in chief, and 
to appoint ſuch Field Officers, both for the Horſe and Foot as he 
ſhould think fit, . unleſs they had been appointed by the Council of 
War before his coming ; but in either of the Caſes they were to have 
had their Commiſſions from him : For it was moſt certain, that they 
would not allow Robert Hamilton to be their Commander in chief. 
The Rebels did frequently and openly expreſs the great Confidence 
they had in ſome of their Friends about the Duke of Monmouth, and 
particularly the Lord Melvil, the Lord Newark, Sir Thomas Arm- 
ſtrong, and Sir Hamilton of Preſton ( the Elder Brother of 
Robert Hamilton ) beſides ſome others whom I do not now rememi- 
ber, but could know them, if I ſhould hear their Names. 

When the King's ſtanding Forces begun to' paſs the Bridge, the 
chief Officers of the Rebels were conſulting-what was fit for then 
to do, and it was reſolved that they ſhould all March away in good 
Order towards Carrick, and the Ruins of GaVoway, until they ſhould 
be furniſhed with Arms and Ammunition,which were Landed at Bors 
rowſtenneſs ( beſides what was expe&ed from Holand ) but could 
not then be brought to them, by Reaſon of theKiny's Army having 
been interpoſed between them and that Place. ' And moreover they 
were in Expectation of confiderable Reinforcements both of Horſe 
and Foot, which were on their March from ſeveral .parts of the 
Country. But their chief Encouragement to proſecute this'Defign, 
was the Confidence they had; that the Duke of Monmonth would not 
put any hardſhip.upon them 3 which T have good Reaſon to believe 
was true; for when I was in Company with all the Rebets'Hotſe 
 ( about 1600. in number) leſs than a Mile from the Field of Battle, 
marching up on a riſing Ground ( in our Retreat ) I look'd 'ovet 
my Shoulder, and ſaw the King's Horſe at a'ſtand, after 'they had 
purſued us a little way, which we look'd upon as having been/done 
to favor our eſcape - For if they had follow'd us, they had certain- 
ly Kkill'd or taken us all, a few only excepted, who' were very "well 
mounted ; and we were often afterwards told, that they were ftopt- 
by the Duke of Mozmonth's poſitive Command, when they were vi- 
olently purſuing us, after they had ko” nrTn Foot (_ 

| mw | _ 
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ing upwards of 4000. ) and were within leſs than half a mile 
of the Body of our Horſe (running away ) which then was in great 
Conſternation and Confufion : However, we march'd that forenoon 
in as good Order as we could ( twelve miles over a Moor ) to New- 
mills, without any of his Majeſties Forces giving us the leaſt Diſtur- 
bance, where we ſeparated, ſome going towards Air, Others to CGal- 
loway, and the reſt to Nithſdale ; amongſt which Jaſt, were the: moſt 
reſolute of the Officers, to the number of betwixt 45 and 50; who 
continued together in Arms, going up and down the Country in 
Galloway, Nithſdale and other places thereabouts ( after all the reſt 
were ſcattered) until a Party ob the King's Forces, under the Com- 
mand of Claverhouſe came into Galloway, and then we (" for I was 
my {elf all along with that ſmall remainder of theRebels) went in- 
to the Weſt, where we were moſt kindly entertain'd in many places, 
though I do not remember the Names of the Perſons by whom : But 
I do well know their Habitations; and I was afterwards told by Mr. 
Richard Camron, and his Brother Mr. Michael,that they and ſeveral o- 
thers were ſheltered and entertained by Sir Hygh, and Sir GeorgeCamp- 
bells at their Houfe of Ceſnock. After ſome ſtay in the Welk, I re- 
turned to my own Hauſe (* Kilroy ) within four miles of Dufreis, 
where having ſtaid about five or ſix weeks, theſaid Mr. RichardCam- 
ror, and his Brother Mr. Michael { who were ſome ſhort time be- 
fore returned from Heland ) came to ſee me, and ſtay'd with me 
two Nights: They told me, that they had bought four ſmall Braſs 
Guns with a conſiderable quantity of Ammunition and Fire-Arms, 
which they had in a Readineſs, to have been Shippd at Awſterdar, in 
Order to their having been landedat Greenock, ) when they receiv'd 
the News of the Defeat at Bothwell-Bridge: Whereupon they put up 
the ſaid Guns, Arms and Ammunition in a ſecure place in Amflerdam, 
until there ſhould be Occafion for them. The S»zday after their co- 
ming to my Houſe, Mr. Richard Camron kept a Field-Conventicle 
within a mile of Sir Robert Dalze!/Fs Houſe, where were about three 
thouſand in number, The Occafion of this Meeting ( where I was 
preſent) was to ſee how the Country ſtood inclin'd, and who would 
joyn with him. From thence the faid Mr. Richard carry'd with him 
twenty Men ( whereof I was one | to the Laird of St. John's Kirk 
( a Couſin of the Lord Carmichael's, and I ſuppoſe his Name is alfo 
Carmichael, ) whoſe Houſe is about rwo miles from Biggar, and to- 
wards thirty from Edinburg, where we fiay'd four days : Daring 
hich, there was ſeveral Canventicles kept in the Houfe, at which, 
Laird and his Lady were conſtantly preſent: And the Sunday af- 
ter we. kept a Field-Conventicle on Tizto- Hill, to which, there was 
People gather'd from all: Parts of: the Country thereabout, to the 
number of between three or four Thouſand, whereof many were 
well Arm'd. From this Hill I went with Mr. Richard Camror afbre- 
laid aA upwards of twenty more to the Lady Gilkerſclexghs's Houfe 
G idow Lady) in Clidſdate, where we ftay'd # Week, and kept 
everal Conyenticles with her. About this time the Duke was come 
to Scotland, and whillt we were in this Houſe, it was one Night at 
Supper propos'd by! Haxtonun to kill his Royal Highnefs, the faid 
Lady being. preſent together with the two Camrors, four Gentlemen 
of. the North, whom knew not, and two of my Neighbors whoſe 
Names are John Harper, and Robert Nalſon. This 
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This Haxtoxn ſaid he would do it himſelf if he could come at 
him; and thought, that it, might belt be done when the Duke was at 
Dinner z wherefore he asked, If there were any there that would 
go and obſerve all the manner of his Royal Highreſle's Dining 3 
Whether People might get into the Room to ſee him at Dinner 3 
And if there were any Number, or Crowds of People got in? Say- 
ing, That he was too well known to go upon this Errand himſelf. 
So Mr. Michael Camron undertook it, and took me along withhitii, 
who were particularly inſtructed to obſerve, whether people could 
go in with large Coats or Cloaks upon them, and Women with 
Plads; and whether they could paſs the Sentinels with their Swords : 
And according as he ſhould find matters, he would afterwards con- 
trive the beſt way to effect the Buſineſs. Accordingly we two 
went, and ſaw the Duke at Dinner; but as we returned to out 
Lodging, at one Danald Mackay's Houſe, at the Head of the Cow- 
gate, near the Graſs-market, Camron (by chance) met there a man 
which knew him; whereupon we both betook our ſelves iminedi- 
ately to our Horſes, and were purſued by Twelve of the King's 
Dragoons, who followed us ſo clofe, that we 'were forced to patt 
Company; and I went to my own Houſe, where being agiin in 
danger by a Party of Claverhouſe his Troop, and not thinking my 
ſelf ſafe, I came into England, where I continued three years, and 
was at many Preſbyterian Houſe-Conventicles in Shrewsbury, Brum- 
migham and Briſtol; but never ſee a Field-Conventicle in this King- 
dom, fave one at Clee-hill (ſome few miles diſtant from Lxd/ow )up- 
on a Surday in May, 1681, where were met to the number of ups 
wards of 10003 and ſome of Note were amongſt them ; bur Fdo 
only remember the Names of Mr. Burioz (a Lawyer whoſe Couns 
try-Reſidence is in Shropſhire ) and Mr. Wardiz, a Merchant iti Bram- 
migham, beſides the two Miniſters who preached there,whoſe Names 
are Mr. Thomas Eagleſall, who lived in a little Market Town (called 
Kinver) in Worceſterſhire, near Juſtice Foley's Houſe, and Mr."Tho- 
mas Caſe, wha lived near Shrewsbwrys and their Sermons were whol- 
ly tending to raiſe Faction and Sedition, in the fame manner as I 
have too frequently heard in the Field-Convemticles in Seoflard. 
About a year and half ago I went over into Holland, when 'I1 faw 
the (fince deceaſed) Earl of Shaftsbnry, and the late Earl of Argile, 
at Amſterdam; but did not ſpeak with either of them's and faw 
Ferguſon at Rotterdam, with whom I ſpoke ; but nothing concern- 
ing the Government. Then Mr. Joh Hog, and the other Scotch Mis 
niſters belonging to Rotterdam(knowing that I wasin the Rebellion, 
and could not ſafely live at Home) adviſed me to enter ry (elf a 
Souldier in the Prince of Orarge's Armyz which F-did accordingly 
in Colonel James Douglas's Regiment, in his own Compatiy,where I 
ferved a Year; and then became known to' Mr. Thomas Maxwell, a 

in in that Regiment, whoſe Countrey-man Tam 3; and he wn» 
derſtanding that I was fled from home uport the Account of my Ac- 
ceflion to that Rebellion, told: tme how fair arr Opportunity I had to 
ſerve the King, by making a fall Diſcovery of all Perſons" that I 
knew to be guilty of it, or any ways ws fir affiſting towards 
the promoting the fame. Adding,” that if F wonld foflew*Htis Advice 
in that matter, he donbred not of his puttirig me ina hap hs at 
Erve 
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ſerve and obtain the King's Remiſtion, whereby I might be enabled 
to live peaceably at home hereafter. To which I did very readily 
conſent : And he having thereupon (the 12th. of November laſt) ob- 
tained my Diſcharge from my Colon], I have ſince diſcovered what 
T could. And particularly that at Rotterdam ({ ſince my ſaid 
Diſcharge ) I had ſeen ſeveral of the Whiggiſh Miniſters, 
fome whereof I remember were at Bothwel-Bridge, who came from 
Scotland about the beginning of September laſt, viz. Mr. Thomas For- 
refler, and Mr. Patrick Vernatt (formerly mentioned in the Council 
of War) who preach frequently in the Scets Church at Rotterdam, 
As do: Mr. Gordon (who is Brother to James Gordon, a Merchant 
therelately deceaſed )Mr.Fohn Harvey, Mr.George Barclay,and Mr. John. 
Sixclair, all Phanatick Preachers. The moſt part of whom '(as the 
above-mentioned Mr. Forreſter told me) went over from Holland 
into Scotland, about the month of Avguſt laſt ; but that they found 
themſelves in ſuch daily Hazards of being apprehended, that they 
returned back again to Holland ; and that this bad News which 
they brought over with them, is the reaſon why Robert Hamilton's 
late intended Journey to Scotland was put off, whither I was ſome-: 
time before informed he did intend to go, and to carry Arms along 
with him to ſome of his Friends there. The ſaid Forreſter told me 


further, That they reſolve to keep no more Field-Conventicles, find- 


ing, that thoſe Meetings have ſerved only to weaken their Party, 
through the ſeizing of ſome, and diſperſing the reſt (which made 
their Friends publickly known)and that now the Exgliſhand they joyn 
Councils, and reſolve to go on more warily. I did likewiſe 
diſcover that the manner. of the ſaid Mniſters, their paſling 
to and fro betwixt HoZand and Scotland undiſcovered, was by their 
being clad in Sea-mens Cloaths, and working in the Ships as Sea-men. 
As alſo, that I was perſuaded, before they ſhall attempt any thing 
towards a new Rebellion, or making uſe of the Arms, that the two 
Camrons left in Amſterdam (which are now in the Cuſtody of the 
late Earl of Argile, as I was told about nine Weeks ago in Utrecht, 
by Sir John Cochran's ſecond Son,and Mr. William: Cleland, mention- 


_ ed in the Council. of War) they will firſt endeavor to diſpatch the 


King ; and that being done, they doubted not but they could ſoon 
overcome the Duke, and all others that would oppoſe them: Which 
I heard my ſelf diſcourfed in a Meeting about two months ago, at 
Mr. Thomas Hog, a Phanatick Preacher his Houſe in Utrecht, where 
mw eſent (beſides Mr. Hog, and my ſelf ) Sir John Cochran's Son, 
and Mr. Cleland, already mentioned, Mr. James Steward, the Law- - 
yer, his Lady, the Lady Kerſ/ard, and her Son, with ſeveral others, 
whoſe Names I do not remember : But this Language they ſpeak on- 
ly amongſt their confident Friends: For they make the common 
ſort of People believe, that there was no ſuch thing as a Phanatick- 
Plot 3 but that the raiſing of that Report was a Contrivance :of the 
Papiſts, 'to make. uſe of falſe Witneſſes, for taking away the Lives of 
True Proteſtants; which I have often heard, not; only diſcourſed 
in Houſes where ſome of the ordinary fort of People were in Com- 
pany3. but alſo preached in the Churches, where the Sermons (for - 
the molt part) are diflayal and ſeditious to the ny as Degree: The 

Mzziſters, likewiſe at Chriſtenings, engaging the Parents (by ſolemn 
_ Oath) 
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Oath) to bring up their Children in the true Proteſtant Faith, and. 
in the Diſcipline and Dodrine of the Kirk of Scotland, according as 
they are obliged by the Solemn League and Covenant; and at their 
Communions, debarring always from their Sacrament all ſuch as have 
not taken the Covenant, and do not adhere to it. But of all the 
Fugitive Preachers lately gone over from Scotland into Holland,none 
1s more perverlſely violent againſt the Government, than Ar. Johie 
Sinclair (who for many years was Miniſter, and kept a Boarding 
School at Ormie ) whom about twelve Weeks ago I heard woke 
in the Scotch Church at Rotterdam ; and a great part of his Sermon 
was railing againſt the Duke, and the Privy Council of Scothazd, 
faying, That- he ( meaning his Royal Highneſs) was a Rebellious 
Enemy of God; and had got fuch a Hand over thoſe perjur'd Rogues 
(meaning the Lords of the Privy Council ) as they all intended to 
overturn the Proteſtant Religion, and to introduce Popery 3 which 
CORE faid ) could very eafily be done, conſidering the ſmall 

ifference that is betwixt them fince Epiſcopacy was re-eſtabliſhed 3 
and in his Prayer after Sermon, I heard him pray earneſtly, Thar 
God might open the King's Eyes, to let him fee the Evil of his 
Ways, and turn from itz otherwiſe, That God might take him ont 
of this World, from being a Curſe, and a Scourge to his Holy Peo- 
ple. And farther prayed, That God would turn the Counſels of 
his Councelfors, as he did that of Achitophet into nothing. 


The late Earl of - Argile lives now in the Province of Friflavd; 
where hehas a fmalf Eſtate, purchaſed partly by his Father, and part- 
ly by -hinelf z upon one of their Family or Tenants foretetling ma« 
ry years ago, that they ſhould be drivers from their Eftate in Seot- 
lewd, 2s F was oftetr told in Holand, particulavty by Mr. Fohn Hog 
Mimfter of the Scotch Church in Rotterdans and Mr. John Piteairne, 
who keeps a Meeting-houſe at Usrechy, The Earb of Lomdow with 
two Servants only, and Sir Jawes Dalrymple of Stair with. bis whote 
Family, live at Leyden, befides Mr. Dowg/ar (a Miniſter ) and ſome 
few more whoſe names I do not remember. There are many Pha- 
natick Houſe-keepers in Rotterdam, who harbour the Rebelsamd Fu- 
gitives that come over from Scotland, Viz. Robert Gibs, Mr. Fs 
tonne, fol Gibbs, Mr. Ruſſell, James Delapp, James Thomfor; John 
Greirſon, James Nory, John Jack, George Weir, all Merchants, and 
the Widdow of the lately Deceaſed Fames Gordon Merchant, whoſe 
Houſe was the Common Receptacle of the chief of thoſe Rebels and - 
Fugitives. The Gentlemen that I left at Rotterdam are, Mr. Denham * 
of Weſtcheills with his Family, Captain William Cleland, Fohn __ 
with his Family, Captain William Ferguſon of Caitloch with his Fami- 
ly, Captain Ardrew Story. The Miniſters there are Mr. John Hog, 
Mr. Robert Fleeming ({etled Preachers of the Scorch Charctry vir. 
Harraway, Mr. Thomas Forrefter, Mr. Alexander Haſty, Mr. Patrick 
Vernat, Mr. John Blakater, Mr. Gordon, Mr. George Barclay 
and Mr. John Sinclair aforeſaid, who is now ſettled a Preacher in the 
Exgliſh Church at Delfe. At Utrecht I left Mr. James Stewart the 
Lawyer with his Family, and his Elder Brother the Laird of Cold- 
neſſe, Mr. Cochran,(Sir John's Second Son ) the Lady Kerſland and her 
Ia, and Six Miniſters, Viz. Mr. _ Hogg, Mr. John FR | 

f r. 
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Mr. John Ogilvy, Mr. John Veitche, Mr. Robert Ker and Mr. Robert 
Menteath,befides ſome others of leſs Note, whoſe names Ido not regjems 
ber I left at Utrecht three Engliſh Gentlemen who lived there for ſome 
time before, and go by the Names of _ Packwood, Mr. Smith 
a Merchant of London, and Mr. Jones a Welſh-man, but I do not be- 
lieve that theſe are their true Names for they fled from Ergland upon 
the Diſcovery of the late Plot , as did likewiſe ſeveral other Engliſh- 
men, whom I did often ſee there, but could nat learn their Names: 
I did alſo ſee and ſpeak with Sir John Cockran, but he and 7, or 8. 
Scotchmen more (whoſe names I know.not) went two days after my 
Arrival there, to Gilderland, where a great many of the Rebels and 
Fugitives live (as they think ) moſt fafeand at eaſe amongſt the Bores; 
for they were afraid of Staying at Utrecht (as ſome of themſelves told 
me) by reaſon of the Spies that they were informed were ſent thither 
from England to make enquiry after ſuch of his Majeſties Subjedts as 
lived there. And Mr. Cochran and Captain Cleland told me as their 
Friend, that the report amongſt our Countrymen was that I likewife 
was ſent thither as a Spiez which although they did not believe, yet 
they adviſed me to be gone away privately, aſſuring me withal that: 
I was every hour I ſtayed there in hazard of loſing my Life, Upon 
this I returned to Rotterdam, where my Credit withthat Party con- 
tinued about a week, untill I was ſuſpeted by my old Captain and. 
three of the Miniſters, Viz. - Harraway, Forreſter and Sinclair, who 
about 7 or 8 Weeks ago carried me with them to Church, and there 
propoſed (as a Teſt of my Sincerity to the intereſt of the good Cauſe 
as it was commonly called) that I ſhould take the Covenant and the 
Sacrament with a Solemn Proteſtation that I am ſtill {as I have;been- 
in former times)an Enemy to the King and the preſent Government: 
All which I refuſed to do 3 and then they debarred me for ever from: 
their Meetings 'and Company : Nevertheleſs I. did often thereafter 
inſinuate my ſelf into both, though without any Succeſs; for I could 
not recover their good opinion, but on the contrary was daily threat» 


ned with the ſevereſt effects of their revenge.

A particular Account of the Situation of the 
Rye-Houle. 


He Rye-Houſe in Hartfordſhire, about eighteen Mi'es from 

| Lonaon, is. 10 called from the Ryze a Meadow near ir. Juſt 
under it there is a By-road from Biſbops-Srrafford to Hod- 

aeſden, which was conſtantly ufed by the King when he went ro 
or from: Newmarket ; the great Road winding much about on the 
Right-hand by S:arſted. The Houle is an old ſtrong Building and 
ſtands alone, encompaſs'd with a Mote, and towards the Garden 
has high Walls, ſo that Twenty Men might eaſily defend it for 
ſome time againſt Five hundred. From a high Tower in the Houſe 
all that go or come may be ſeen both ways for near a Miles di- 
ſtance. As you come from Newmarket towards London, when you 
are near the Houſe, you paſs the Meadow over a narrow Cauſ-way, 
at the end of which is a Toll-gate, which having Entred you go 
through a Yard, and a little Field, and at the: end of that through 
another Gate, you paſs into a narrow Lane, where two Coaches at 
rhat time could not go a-breaſt. This narrow paſſage had on the 
left hand a thick Hedge anda Ditch, on the right a long Range of 
Building uſed for Corn-Chambers and Stables with ſeveral doors 
and windows looking into the Road, and before it a Pale, which 
then made the paſſage ſo narrow , but is fince removed. When 
you are = this long Building, you go by the Mote and the Gar- 
den: Wall, that is very ſtrong, and has divers holes in it, through 
which a great many Men might ſhoot. _ Along by the Mote and 
Wall the Road continues to the Ware-River which runs about 
Twenty or Thirty yu from the Mote, and is to be paſt by a 
Bridge. A ſmall diſtance from thence another Bridge is to be paſt 
over the New-River. Inboth which Paſles a few Men may oppoſe 
great Numbers. In the outer Court-yard, whichis behind the long 
Building , a conſiderable Body of Horſe and Foot might be drawn 


up unperceived from the Road ; whence they might eaſily iſſue+ 


' out at the ſame time into each end of the narrow Lane, which was
